The Umted States Bureau of Mines 


hag issued the first approval for a 
itorage bait try locomotive tor use in 
gaseous mines. The approval covers a 
six-:on btorage battery locomotive, 
which may bo equipped with a battery 
consisting of either SO or 
16 cells.

The idea oE developing a storage 


battery locomotive which would large- 
ly eliminate the hazards of the trolley 
type of locomotive generally employed 
in gaseous mines was suggested s°m9 
jears ago. It was found, however, that 
tbe storage battery locomotive as then 
"developed was attended with hazards 
"of its own.
